At the 
time of tin- llavmarket riot he narrow- 
ly escaped beinp arrested a- a princi- 
pal conspirator, und was shadowed by 
the detectives for a lonjr time after that 
most memorable affair 

"Jackson is a hnlf-breed of unknown 
tribal origin. He was one of Louis 
Leil's lieutenants in the Canadian re- 
bellion some years apo. The man has 
done MM little newspaper work, and 

has frequently paused himself off as a 

reporter for the Chicago Times. 

"After Jackson's arrival here letters 
were received by the secret service offi- 
cials -bat a band of anarchists was be- 
inp ori-nni/cd in Washington, and that 
H. J. .lacks.. n. of i hi. nyo.was the lead- 

ni).' spirit lodependenl Investigation 

satisfied the Ofteers that the writer of 
the letter was telling the truth, and 
since then Pout, -.. ret service men 
and local detectives buve been con- 
stantly engaged in vrutching the band.

"The fact that the anarchists hare

tended to re-sort to extreme measures. 
They have written no letters. In fact, 
all alonp they hove waited for Rome- 
thing to happen, something which 
would pive them an opportunity to 
carry out their scheme of violence. 

".Jackson's headquarters was the res- 
idence of a Frenchman named Bavua- 

ta. recognised by his neighbors as an 

intelligent but eccentric character. 
One nipht the onleers on watch saw a 
lsrpe jrlass bottle, such as the drug- 
gists use for explosive chemicals, de- 
livered to the man at the house.
